Last season's aver- 
age SE attendance at Adams Park 
was 3,956 and our planning application 
will not increase the capacity beyond the 
10,000 capacity which we already have 
planning permission for. This. 10,000 
capacity, granted back in the late eight- 
ies, meani the club was given permission 
fo build a stadium up to 10,000 facility
